passed upon th is su b stitu te, an d th e re seem ed to be 
no difference of opinion. 
I- hoped to see th a t u n a n ­ 
im ity prevail Ufion th is floor. 
I believe h is view is 
n o t th e correct one, and th a t such m easures will d e­ 
feat all legislation upon th e q uestion. 
D on’t every­ 
body know th a t it is n ot p s-ible to g et th ro u g h 
such a bill se he has intro* uced. 
The arg u m en t th a t 
has been presented here th a t f we have a rig h t to 
tax th e C hinese one dollar, we have a rig h t to ta x 
th em $200 is n o t correct. 
Y esterday we h eard it 
argued here by able legal gentlem en th a t th e only 
reason w hy th e gag law had n o t been carried in to 
effect was because th e penalty waa too severe. 
J u s t 


so here. 
Let u s be conservative and n o t too severe. 
I hope th a t th e su b stitu te will j»ass. 
Mr. Lbvbk offered an am en d m en t to th e s u b sti­ 
tu te , th a t any person em ploying such aliens shall be 
liable for th e tax due. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t í-aid th ere w as no necessity for it, 
and the gentlem an w ithdrew' it.

n o t believe in persecuting th em o u t of th e co u n try . 
The U nited S tates will n o t allow them to be driven 
o u t by persecution. 
It will only raise up friends for 
th e p ersecu ted race all over th e country, and he 
did n o t believe iu it. 
If C alifornia to day pusses 
laws w hich will be an u n u su al burden upon th e 
Chinese, it will have th e effect of raising u p frien d s 
for them . There is no use in disguising th e m a tte r. 
This bill is aim ed d irectly a t th e Chinese, and th e 
hig h er C o u rts w ill sit dow n on th e proposition. 
If 
th e principle is correct, th e original bill is b e tte r 
th an th e su b stitu te. 
B ut th e en tire th in g is w rong 
in principle, and will w ork in ju ry instead of good. 
P ersecution nev er did ace m piish any reform . 
H e 
w anted to g et rid o f them , b u t n ot by persecution 
which w ill th w art th e very o b jects w hich we a ie 
striv in g for. 
Mr. M e s s e n g e r was in favor of tax in g Chinese as 
any one. 
We m u st go ab o u t it th e rig h t w ay. 
Tw enty-four dollars is enough. 
If xe u n d ertak e to 
collect $50 we will never g et enough to pay cost. 
I would be in favor of referring th is bill back lo th e 
com m ittee to g e t up a b etter one. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


t h e m o r a l a n d s o c ia l p e s t il e n c e . 
Mr. A n t h o n y did not consider th a t th ere w as an y ­ 
th in g in th e su b stitu te. 
I t w ould be well, h e 
th o u g h t, to consider ev ery th in g connected w ith th e 
su b ject once and for all. 
The subject u n d er discus­ 
sion should receive careful consideration. 
W hen 
gentlem en say th a t we cannot pas6 any law contrary' 
to th e C o n stitution of th e U nited S tates he begged 
leave to differ w ith them . 
T he com m ittee Í9 a u n it 
in favor o f th e m easure. 
The people expect th a t 
som e law shall be parsed to govern th is g reat q ues­ 
tion. 
T he C o n stitution of th e U nited S tates and of 
th e S tate o u g h t t«» govern th e actions • f every 
m em ber, and he did n ot propose to be governed b y 
th e opinions of any one as to th e m eaning of tho se 
C onstitutions. The S tate has certain reserved rig h ts, 
■ nd lie wa- in favor of exercising th o ee rig h ts 
lie , 
too, was opposed to persecution—no such th o u g h t is 
in th e m ind of th e j*eople. 
B u t th e C hinam an has 
been th e m eans of persecu tin g h um anity, and to 
crush o ut th e life-blood of th e S tate. 
T hey are 
robbing th e laborers of subsistence. 
They, th e 
C hinam en, .ire th e ones w ho have done th e perse­ 
cu tin g . 
This m oney is to go in to th e school fund o f 
th e S tate. 
Why should th ey n o t do som ething to 
su p p o rt education. 
They pay no pro p erty ta x . an d 
th ere is n o th in g w rong in com pelling th em to p ay 
th is poll-tax. 
H e believed in S tate sovereignty as 
fa” as th e m unicipal rig h ts of selfq rotection. 
T h e 
S tate has th e rig h t to p ro tect heiself. 


NOT UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 
Mr. M u l h o l l a n d said th e question seem s to be 
th e co n stitu tio n ality of th e law in reference to th e 
C o n stitution of th e U nited S tates. 
H e was glad to 
see such devotion to th a t C o n stitu tio n . 
W e are, h e 
said, living u n d er tw o C onstitutions—th e S tate an d 
N atio ral. 
It is som etim es necessary to do unco n ­ 
stitu tio n a l thin g s. 
T here was one a t L exington, 
an o th er a t B unker H ill, and th e crow ning one a t 
Y orktow n. 
There nev er was issued a m ore unco n ­ 
stitu tio n a l m easure th an th e D eclaration of In d e­ 
pendence. 
The Irish nation had, in early days, vio­ 
lated th e B ritish C o n stitution by electing a m em ber 
to P arliam ent. 
H e was rejected, b u t th ey elected 
him again and again, u n til finally he was ad m itted . 
Now nations grow , and as new condi ions arise it is 
necessary to have new provisions to m eet th em . 
Now who shall decide w h at is co n stitu tio n al o r n o t? 
H is view was th a t he m ig h t do an y th in g he pleased 
in m aking law s u n til th e C onstitution of th e U nited 
S tates, in terp reted by 'h e U nited S tates C ourt, says 
th ey are u n co n stitu tio n al. 
Then he w ould give in. 
As to devotion to th a t high in stru m en t, he w ould 
hold u p a crippled hand to show w hat his sen ti­ 
m ents w ere. 
B u t th a t in stru in ei t is n o t sn iro n - 
bound chest. 
Let these laws be passed, and w hen 
th e h ig h est C ourts declare th em unco nstitu tio n al 
th en it is tim e to try som e o th e r way. 


THE LEGAL A8I*ECT OF THE CASE. 
Mr. D e l V a l l e believed th a t th e S tate has a 
rig h t to legislate in th is m atter. 
H e had u e v rr hes­ 
itated to state th a t he w orked ag ainst th e p resen t 
C onstituí ion. 
B u t w hen th a t was adopted he be­ 
cam e an advocate of th e Uw, and on th a t prom ise 
he had been elected to rep resen t th e people.

T in t C o n stitution 
says th e presence of foreigners, inclligible to b e­ 
com e citizens, is d angerous to th e w elfare of th e 
S tate. 
H e q uoted a t length to show w hat th e Con­ 
stitu tio n m eans 
The C onstituti >n says th e pro­ 
visions shall he enforced by ap p ro p riate legislation. 
T here he found ’.he whole principle. 
U nder th e 
decisions of th e Suprem e C ourt of th e U nited 
S tates, th e S tate has a perfect rig h t to p rev en t 
those people from com ing to these shores. 
T he 
S tate has . he pow er to exclude a class th a t is d an­ 
gerous to th e w ell-being of th e State. 
He cited th e 
decisions of th e Suprem e C ourt in various cases, to 
fortify his j>os.tion, notably th e decision ?n th e pas­ 
senger eases. 
The C ourt says th e people m ay 
g u ard ag ain st an y th in g w hich corru p ts th e m orals 
and endangers th e w elfare of 
th is S tate. 
T h is 
is a 
g reat 
m oral 
cancer 
w hich 
will 
soon 
eat o u t th e h ea rt of th is g reat Golden S tate, 
li e denied th a t th e S tate would be censured by th e 
G overnm ent for th e ir action in th is regard. 
W e 
have already incurred all th e enm ity we can. 
T he 
S tate haf* receive*! nothing a t Jhe hands of th e G »v- 
en im en t in answ er to ou.- appeals. 
We have asked 
relief, and th e G overnm ent failed to give u * th a t re ­ 
lief. 
They have bowed to ih e E m peror of C hina, 
and refused us. 
The people of th e A tlantic S tates 
say th a t it is a q uestion w hich does n o t effect th em , 
and ret use to aid us. 
He could wish th a t these 
C hinese coolies would go over to those g entlem en 
w ho have such love for them , and tn en we w ould 
h ear a howl from th ere. 
O ur C onstitution places in 
o u r hands th a t au th o rity by w hich we m u st help 
ourselves. 
We are com pelled to tak e action, and le t 
th e Suprem e C ourt of th e U nited S tates say to u s 
th a t we had no rig h t to pass such laws. 
B ut we are 
legally en titled to pass these laws. 
It m a tte rs n o t 
w iiether legislation is d irect or indirect, we hav e 
th e 
riv h t. 
The 
sjieaker 
th en 
proceeded 
to 
review th e m oral and social sides of th e question, 
show ing th a t these people can never become a jiart 
of us. 
Ju stice is th w arted at every step when one 
of th e ir ow n n u m b er is u n d er trial. 
T here can 
never be any fusion betw een th e races. 
I t is a m a t­ 
te r of self protection, and u n d er th e decisions of 
th e highest C ourts in th e land th e M ate has th e 
rig h t to p ro tect herself and her people from u tte r 
annihilation. 
T he 
hiñese try and punish crim e 
am ong them selves, in defiance of th e C o nstitution. 
The exercise of th a t pow er is treason in every sense 
of th e word. 
T hey are a corruption to th e y o u th of 
o u r cou n try . 
They co n stitu te a m oral pestilence 
w hich m u st be eradicated, and we have th e lig h t 
now to proceed and do it. 
We are backed by a 
unanim ous people, and by th e h ig h est C ourts of th e 
lanu. 
Mr. A d a m s agreed w ith every cham pion of tb o 
biil. 
I t has cost th e S tate over $400, and he could 
n o t *ee w here tn e discussion com es in. 
He g u aran ­ 
teed th a t th ere were n ot tw o R epublicans on th e 
floor th a t w ould n o t vote ag ainst it, and th ere was 
n j u e in talk in g as som e of th e gentlem en have. 
He did n ot t*ee w hv tim e should be taken up w hen 
th e house is unanim ous, and he would call for th e 
p resin u s q u estio n , which was carried.

Sebastian ; “ it is a land whose inhabitants 


desire to live in peace with all men. 
If 
you are flying for your life, you have com­ 
m itted crime.” 
“ N ot so,” rejoined the stranger, in a 
ligh t tone, and it was apparent from his 
speech and bearing that he was a gentle­ 
m an, despite his common dress, “ unless it 
is a crime to have opinions. 
It is one of 
th e misfortunes of our family. 
I have 
played a part in a too-turbulent civiliza­ 
tion ; having opinions, I expressed them ; 
having the honor of an ancient name to 
aphold, I upheld it. 
No semblance of a 
crim e can be laid at my door ; I Bimply 
happen to belong to the party that is out 
o f power, and beiug down instead of up, I 
am naturally disgusted with the world.

ALFALFA AND DAIRYING. 
Alfalfa, for land adapted to it, is undoubt­ 
edly the most profitable crop in California. 
The deep soils are all adapted to its growth, 
providing there be sufficient moisture. That 
alfalfa will grow well on all the grain lands 
of the State with irrigation has been abun­ 
dantly proven in several localities where the 
lands have been irrigated. Near Woodland, 
for instance, in Yolo county, where the soil 
is generally a pretty stiff clay or adobe and 
among the best land in the State for wheat, 
the heaviest crops of alfalfa are raised each 
year by irrigation from Cache creek. So in 
other localities. Wherever there is no ob­ 
stinate hard-pan near the surface to check the 
growth of the long tap or main roots, by the 
application of water the best results can be 
obtained from growing alfalfa. Alfalfa makes 
a good crop even fei the foothills as high up 
as Colfax and Grass Valley, providing water 
can he had and is used plentifully for its irri­ 
gation. Alfalfa flourishes in heavy clay or 
adobe soils or in the light, sandy soils ami 
sediment soils made by the washing down 
of the debris from the mines. Even alkali 
soil will produce good crops of alfalfa 
if the seed can once t>e made to sprout and 
come above the surface. The alkali is an 
injury or an obstruction to the germination 
of the seed, but does not seem to be a detri­ 
ment to the plant when once fairly grow­ 
ing. The best time to sow alfalfa on alkaii 
soil is immediately after a heavy rain, when 
the immediate surface has been washed and 
the alkali leached out, but the seed must 
not be draggeil in deep—a half, or even a 
quarter inch deep, is sufficient on such soil 
and under such circumstances. A coat of 
lime added to the surface, before or with the 
alfalfa, will neutralize the alkali and facili­ 
tate the germination and growth of the veiy 
young alfalfa ; lant. So will barnyard ma­ 
nure have the saíne influence and produce fa­ 
vorable results on alkal-' soil. Though alfalfa 
will do well in nearly all localities and on 
nearly all soiis in California, with irrigation, 
yet we do not mean to be understood ss say­ 
ing that it can, in all places, even with irri­ 
gation, be made a nrofitabl? crop everywhere. 
Alfalfa has its natural enemies, which, in 
some localities, amount to an almost positive 
prohibition to its cultivation. The gopher 
likes the root of alfalfa about as well as 
any other food he can find, and in places 
where the gopher abounds it is almost impos­ 
sible to keep a good Rtand of alfalfa. He 
burrows in the ground, and works from one 
main root to another, cutting them off just 
below the surface, leaving the top to wilt and 
die, and thus in a little time the stand is so 
thinned out that the production is reduced 
below a profitable standard. The best lands 
in the State for the production of alfalfa are 
the moist, loatny valleys and the rich al­ 
luvial river bottoms. On these lands the 
best crops and best quality of growth can be 
attained without irrigation. If the tule lands 
could he reclaimed so as to prevent an annual 
overflow, all these lands would become among 
the best alfalfa lands in the State. A little 
sediment spread over these river-bottom 
lauds does them no injury for alfalfa; on the 
e intrary, it seems to improve the mechanical 
condition of tne soil and stimulate the growth 
and improve the quality of the clover; but 
the water that hi ihgs the sediment destroys 
the growing alfalfa, and thus these best al­ 
falfa lands have their enemy to the crop as 
well as the higher and less favorable lands. 
When we speak of the overflow of water as 
an enemy or injury to the alfalfa, of course 
it only applies to the largest and lowest rivers, 
the overflow of the hanks of which continues 
for a considerable period. Alfalfa is not in­ 
jured by a short overflow, say of a week or 
even two or three weeks, when the water is 
cool and running. The injury results from 
standing water that goes off gradually and 
becomes warm as it becomes shallow. The 
rivers subject to these long-continued over­ 
flows, that last till warm weather in the 
spring, are the Sacramento and San Joaquin, 
as they flow through the lower valleys. 
These overflows that last so long kill off all 
the gophers, mice and squirrels, so that they 
are not left to prey npon and destroy the al­ 
falfa. On these river-bottom lands irrigation 
is not only not needed to make alfalfa produt*e 
its best, but the best results are obtained iu 
dry seasons or season? with but a medium 
amount of rain. In all Northern and Cen­ 
tral California good alfalfa lard will produce 
four good crops of hay per year, averaging 
one and a half to two tons per acre at each 
crop. 
While alfalfa is a good crop for 
pasture, it will produce much more feed for 
stock if cut and fed to them. Ne better feed 
can be given to dairy cows than alfalfa 
cut and fed just in the right coudition. 
This condition is from the time it will cut a 
good swathe until it commences to bloom. 
When it goes into bloom it should be aban­ 
doned as a green feed and should be cut for 
hay. We are convinced from actual experi­ 
ence that on the best alfalfa land, with a per­ 
fect stand, one acre of land will maintain two, 
dairy cows in good condition the year 
through, by adding a small feed of bran dur­ 
ing the season that the alfalfa is fed in a dry 
state. Thus forty acres will support a dairy 
of eighty cows. In the summer the cows 
should be allowed to run in a small iuclosure 
and be fed from movable mangers, and in 
the winter they should lie stabled nights and 
turned out into the inclosure during good 
weatheT in the day time. Ir some favorable 
localities in the State cows thus kept l»ve 
been made to yield, in making cheese at nine 
cents a pound, thirty-two cents a day the 
year round. This would give sixty-four 
cents an acre a day. or $192 per acre 
per annum, reckoning 300 days to the year. 
When milk can be sold—as where the dairy 4s 
near the city—even greater results can be at­ 
tained. It must be understood that we are 
assuming the best of land and a perfect stand 
and good management. Nothing can be lost 
when the best results are to be obtained. 
The land must be stimulated to its greatest 
product and then the cows will give the 
greatest profits. There is no better stimu­ 
lant for the land than that which the offal 
from the cows will afford. The well-rotted 
manure from the cow-stable, nsed as a top 
dressing, can not well be improved upon as a 
fertilizer. This may be put on the ground iu 
the fall or early winter. The rains will wash 
and beat it into the soil and when the warm 
days of spring come the new aifalfr. sprouts 
will grow almost an inch a day. 


the sacks, or in the other that the Btack heads 
will heat and spoil in the stack. There is un­ 
doubtedly a saving in the expense of harvest­ 
ing by the use of the header, and decidedly 
so if the work of heading and harvesting can 
go on at the same time. Eut there are other 
matters for farmers to consider in connec­ 
tion with harvesting wheat besides the 
matter of expense. The value of wheat af­ 
ter it is harvested is quite an important con­ 
sideration, and, as we think, even more im­ 
portant than the expense of harvesting. We 
have shown in a former article that wheat 
allowed to stand uncut in the field beyond a 
certain stage of ripeness decreases rapidly in 
weight and value—that wheat’is the heaviest 
and possesses greater value for flour-making 
if cut just at the time the d-rngh has become 
fixed, and before the grain has become hard 
and flinty. The kernel should not be soft, 
but it should give a little when pressed be­ 
tween the thumb aud finger. The field 
should present a dark greenish-yellow, and 
not a bright or light-yellow appearance. The 
former of these conditions indicates that the 
grain is ripe, but the latter indicates that it is 
dead-ripe. 
The grain, if cut with long 
straw when just ripe, will not dry 
oat and shrink in weight or lose iu flour-mak­ 
ing qualities, but will remain at its greatest 
weight and greatest value for milliner. 
If, 
however, it be allowed to remain standing, it 
shrinks in weight and loses materially in 
quality. It has been shown, by actual ex­ 
periment* couducted in Iowa, that when the 
yield [>er acre was fourteen bushels, the loss 
in weight in passing fOini the ripe to the dead- 
ripe stage, while standing, was a bushel and 
a half. At the same rate of loss, if grain 
would yield twenty-eight bushels per acre, 
the loss or shrinkage would be three bushels 
per acre. In addition to this actual loss in 
weight, good millers say that the real mill­ 
ing value of wheat allowed so to stand in the 
field till dead ripe is not less than ten per 
cent. Now, with these facts before them, is 
there no other consideration for farmers to 
look at but expenses of harvesting ? As 
farmers, we are too apt to allow ourselves to 
be influenced by custom and not sufficiently 
in the habit of investigating for ourselves. 
Have not the headers ran a vay with our 
heads as well as a portion of the weight and 
value of our wheat?

OVER RIPE WHEAT.

Though The past year was generally con­ 
sidered an off year in wheat and many other 
agricultural producís, for California, the 
outcome makes a very creditable showing. 
Wheat was affected in many sections by the 
rust, and fell far below what would have 
been the product had not this disease over­ 
taken it. Mauy crops were almost entirely 
destroyed, and large sections were injured 
and reduced from twenty-five to fifty per 
cent, in yield, and we think that the loss to 
the entire crop of the State could not have 
ben less than ten per cent, from this cause 
alone, and we are not certain but the per­ 
centage of loss was much greater. We should 
remember also that the 9eason a year ago was 
an exceptionally unfavorably one for putting 
in wheat, and that much of the wheat 
put in early suffered materially from 
the drought before the rainy season 
fairly set in, aud that when the rain3 com­ 
menced they continued so late in the season 
that there was but little opportunity to get 
wheat into the ground in goo I condition at 
all. That the ground, as a general thing, 
was in a ver$ weedy condition, aud the sea­ 
son favored the weeds and was not favorable 
for the wheat. 
Notwithstanding all these drawbacks, the 
crop of the State was, in round numbers, 
‘22,400,000.rentals. At two dollars a cental, 
about the average price for the past har­ 
vest, this wheat was worth 514,300,(MX). Of 
barley we produced between 6,000,000 and 
7,000,000 centals, while the product of wool 
was 46,000,000 pounds, and the wine pro­ 
duced was not less than 5,500,000 gallons, 
While these figures are not large, they are 
very creditable for án off year.

ITEMS OF INTEREST TO THE LOVERS OF 
FIELD SPORTS.

A Big Shooting Sto ry.—The Kingston 
(Canada West) Whig says: “ Dr. Knight, 
of Oswego, formerly of Frontenac, gave the 
sporting community of Kingston a treat on 
Monday last, near Cataraqui, by a display 
of his skillful handling of the rifle. The 
first piece used was a long TV inchester re­ 
peating rifle. He began at ¡200 yards and 
made ten straight bull’s-eyes, position 
‘ standing,’ size of bull’s-eye six inches in 
diameter. Then firing 500 yards, target 14 
inches in diameter, he made fifteen bull’s- 
eyes out of sixteen shots. After having a 
warm, as the weather was very cold, the 
Doctor displayed his short range Winches­ 
ter sporting rifle, doing some wonderful 
shooting. First he took the pipes from the 
month of a friend at fifty yards, breaking 
six in succession, the length of the stems 
of the pipes being four inches; then he 
shot six tifty cent pieces, held between 
the thumb and finger, at 40 yards 
distance. 
This was done without a 
miss. It being very cold, the Doctor 
finished hitting 22 apples out of 24 thrown 
into the air by the hand, as glass balls and 
trap were not to be had in Kingston. The 
doctor is confident that he can break 95 
glass balls out of 100. 
At last he tilled 
the magazine of his short-range \\ inchester 
rifle (16 cartridges) and discharged the 
whole at a bull's-eye eighteen inches in ili- 
ainater, distance 100 yards, iu the short 
space of just thirty seconds. 
The whole 
was the most rapid shooting ever witnessed 
in this part of the country. 
Such skill 
has never been exhibited here before. The 
rifles are models of perfection.” One of 
the Eureka (Nev.) papers adds: “ The 
hero of the above exploit is a brother of 
our genial Assessor, Hauk Knight. Hank 
says that he always knew the Doctor was 
a pretty good shot, hut this yarn is rather 
tough. He avers that bis brother weighs 
300 pounds, and is large enough to tell a 
pretty big lie. 
It may be all so, but he 
can hardly swallow the proposition that 
any one would he cussed fool enough to 
stand and let a pipe be shot out of his 
mouth, or a fifty cent piece out from be­ 
tween his thumb and finger. This is what 
gets him, and on that account he is rather 
inclined to copper the whole as a josh.” 
A quatic N otes.— The Vallejo Chronicle 
of the 24th says : The public do not en­ 
thuse to any great extent over the pro­ 
posed race between Leahy and Hoyt, 
February 1st. The last deposit was made 
Tuesday, both parties putting up the final 
money. Siuce the breaking of Hoyt's boat 
there has been much speculation as to what 
Hoyt would row in, and at one time it 
looked like a forfeit on Hoyt’s side. But 
the matter has been finally settled by the 
purchase of George H. Strong’s boat. Most 
rowing men will remember the boat as one 
that George H. Strong, ex-President of the 
Pioneers, built for his own use. The boat 
is about seven years old, 28 feet long, 15 
inches wide, weighs 45 pounds, fixed seat, 
square rowlocks and wooden spreaders. 
Strong received §70 for her, which is a very 
good price indeed. The course which they 
are to row over is to be named on the 
morning of the race hv the referee. Leahy 
rows a paper boat 30 feet long, 12 inches 
wide, weighing 28 pounds, lias a sliding 
seat and the improved swivel rowlocks. 
So evident is it to rowing men that Leahy 
will have the best of it, being to all appear- 
anci s as good and strong and heavy a man 
as Hoyt, and as good an oarsman, that the 
Hoyt party must have good and sufficient 
reason to put up money against such ap­ 
parent odds. Should Tjcahy lose the race 
by an accident of any kind his friends 
would feel very badly. Both men are tak­ 
ing much exercise. 
Cottsford’s brother 
and Murphy, one of Cottsford's backers, 
were in San Francisco last week. They 
were willing to wager their coin on the 
Victoria man. As yet no match lias been 
made with Leahy aud Cottsford. 
E x t r a o r d in a r y D e e r -H u n t in g .—Clay 
Rice passed through this city a few days 
ago on his return to his home in Lyon 
county, from a hunt in the swamps of Mis­ 
souri, back of New Madrid. He informed 
us that himself and son, about 17 years old, 
and one other person from his neighbor­ 
hood, had been there hunting for two weeks 
or more, having very fine success, but that 
on the two days after Christmas they aud 
five others killed 93 deer. There was a 
sheet of water pretty much all over the 
country, with frequent small islands or 
ridges sticking up just above the overflow, 
and the deer would get on these in great 
numbers, and on the two days spoken 
of there was a thick sheet of ice 
aver the water, which prevented the 
deer from escaping from one ridge to an­ 
other, the party driving aud hemming them 
in on the narrow points, until they had all 
the fun they wanted killing them. One 
man stood in his tracks and kijled eight 
before moving. Two of the party got about 
fifty huddled up, and killed tiiteen before 
the others got away. Six were killed on 
the ice by cutting their throats, that never 
were Bhot. Mr. Rice is an old hunter, and 
says he never has seen such slaughter 
among deer before. His son, who had 
never shot at a deer before, killed six in 
one day. This kind of slaughter, however, 
only held good while the ice lasted, as at 
other times the deer would swim or wade 
from ridge to ridge, and could not be 
hemmed. 
Those who had rubber boots 
waded about and got quite a number, how­ 
ever, even when there was no ice.—[Padu­ 
cah (Ky.) News. 
M a n g e in D og.—True mange is de­ 
pendent upon an insect. Many of the ail­ 
ments peculiar to the dog are apt to fly to 
the skin, and no doubt in this way the 
trouble is attributed to mange. In true 
mange the skin is partially denuded of 
hair, not perfectly so, for in the most bare 
places single hairs or small, indistinct 
patches may be observed. The skin is dry 
and scaly, corrugated and in ridges. There 
is usually considerable dejection, with per­ 
fect liveliness at times, and the dog 
scratches himself violently most of the 
time. The appetite may remain good, in 
spite of the agony endured, but alose ob­ 
servation will detect the existence of some 
fever, and there is generally considerable 
thirst. We must depend chiefly upon out­ 
ward applications, as the acari must be de­ 
stroyed before acure canbeeffected. Again, 
in applying any preparation, it must be 
borne in mind that it is neeessaiy that it he 
rubbed well into the skin. We have 
known many people complain of the sup­ 
posed inethcacy of a valuable inange rem­ 
edy. when investigation proved that their 
efforts had been expended mainly upon the 
hair, which is of no earthly use. As an 
outward application, try the following, 
which will in all probability overcome the 
difficulty: Take whale oil, one ounce; oil 
of tar, half an ounce; lac sulphur, three 
drachms; gallic ac'd, five grains. Mix 
well, and apply with a sponge one day, 
rubbing well in. Wash off next day. If 
the dog shows any signs of uneasiness 
after one week, aoply again as before. 
Cleanliness, exercise, wholesome hut not 
stimulating food, and good water, are es­ 
sentially necessary.—[Spirit of the Times. 
B illia r d s.—Maurice Yigr.aux, under 
date of December 14th, challenges Jacob 
Schaeftr to a match to lie played in 1'aris, 
France, within four months from date, and 
offers to defray Schaefer’s expenses over 
and back. The match must be 5,000 
poiuts up, 1,000 to be played on each of 
five consecutive nights, tor £2.000 a side, 
or more, the challenge cup rules to govern 
the contest—i. e., rail play, on 5x10 Cul­ 
lender table, where Schaefer would defeat 
Vignaux about 2,000 points in a game of 
5,000 up. Schaefer is considering the 
matter, and will shortly reply in some 
manner, perhaps with a counter challenge.

then some lulls were broken, the sight of 
the rifle TSeing blinded by a card im­ 
paled on the muzzle.

A 
glass ball was then put on the head of the 
confiding youth, who took the part of 
William Tell, Jr., he being blindfolded, 
but having perfect confidence in the ope­ 
rator, or as the ballad of Robin Hood says, 
“ He felt deep Ruth in his trust anil 
truth ;” the ball was splintered to atoms.

N a t iv e .—The sporting 
fraternity of the United States has for the 
last four years been discussing the merits 
and demerits of the imported in compari­ 
son with the native setter dogs. The 
“ blue blood men,” as the advocates of im­ 
ported stock are called, have warmly main­ 
tained, both through the sporting press 
and in their intercourse with their brother 
sportsmen, that the imported stock is far 
superior, in the field, as well as on the 
bench. On the other hand, the “ native 
men ” have just as earnestly pressed the 
advantages, and superior adaptability to 
the climate and ground, of the native 
dog. And so it has been going on for 
some time. 
Bench shows and field 
trials have been held every spring and fall: 
in which both imported and native dogs 
have competed side by side. In the Bench 
Show winnings honors are easy, but iu the 
field—the practical test of merit—the im­ 
ported stock is behind, as the record of the 
recent field trials show. A further victory 
for the native advocates is the result of a 
special match fora purse of §1,000, which 
was recently run in Alabama, between Joe, 
Jr., anil Gladstone, two of the most noted 
field winners, of each strain, in the coun­ 
try, Joe, Jr., the native, heating Glad­ 
stone, the imported, nine points in sixty- 
one. This the native men hail as a great 
and decisive triumph of their opinion.

F ootracing at M ok elu m n e H il l.— 
January 15th Mokelumne Hill was thronged 
with people from all parts of Amador and 
Culavtras counties, all anxious to ste the 
great race betw een George Prachner and 
A. Pellaton, of that place. The race was 
for a wager of §45 a side : distance, 120 
yards; best two in three. Much coin 
changed hands on the occasion. Great ex­ 
citement prevailed during the entire day.

B r it is h T u r f.—A total summary of the 
British turf for the year 1879 shows that 
there were 271 race meetings, embracing 
474 days and ’2,920 prizes, for which there 
were 17,446 contestants. The aggregate 
value of the prizes (stakes and purses) in 
money, exolusive of one gold vase, one 
whip, and twenty-five cups, was §2,338,­ 
817. This gives us some idea of how far 
the remainder of the world is behind the 
British isles in the matter of fostering and 
encouraging turf institutions. 
T rout.—A number of the residents of 
the Shingletown country complain about 
the scarcity of trout in Manzanita lake and 
attribute it to the fact that Old Shavehead 
and his Indians annually set their willow 
nets aud dams in the streams leading to the 
lake and thus prevent the fish from com­ 
ing up to spawn.

The pretty and talented Maud Granger 
used to lie a type-setter on a New York 
journal. 
The Evening Herald, of Baltimore, says :

Albani is also engaged 
for three performances, and the chief nov­ 
elty of the season will be “ II Kigliuol 
Prodigo,” the new opera by Signor l’on- 
chielli. 
George Rignold took possession of the 
Connaught Theater, Lundon, for six weeks, 
commencing at Christmas, and had a cor­ 
dial reception from a large number of his 
admirers. His programme embraced the 
i comedy entitled “ Alone,” in which lie re- 
ptatcd that able embodiment of the sight- 
[ less and irritable old soldier which gained 
! lorn honor on the original production of the 
• piece at the Court Theater, and “ Black­ 
' eyed Susan,” in which he gave a masterly 
embodiment of the hero. 
“ Ü ! lay not that my love is base — 
That treble may ensue 
In tenor twenty years, but grace 
Affection alto true.” 
“ Tben trio try to answer yes,” 
He ivhisperetl her solo ; 
“ Ü! iluet dearest, and confess 
The love that blu-hes show.” 
The dimpled hand fe[l by her side ; 
He quartet in iiis ftScn ; 
He pressed it to hi; 1¡¡ s and cried, 
“ I’ve major minor ’lone.” 
The new comic opera of Gilbert and Sul­ 
livan, “ The Pirates of Penzance,” has 
taken an instant grip on the public liking 
no less vigorous than that of Us predeces­ 
sor, “ H. M. S. Pinafore.” With the same 
rich, broad vein of burlesque humor in the 
libretto, and the additional advantage of a 
more complex and varied story, tne music 
is of a far higher older, though possibly 
with less of that simple, fascinating mel­ 
ody which ran through the community 
with a sweeping craze.—[American Queen. 
Offenbach’s new opera-bouffe, “ La Filie 
du Tambour-Major,” has been success!uRe­ 
produced in Paris. The libretto, by MM. 
Cbivot and Duru, is a clever rehash of 
“ The Daughter of the Regiment,” but the 
scene depicting the entrance of the French 
army into Milan roused the audience to 
immense enthusiasm. Offenbach's music 
is said to be even better than ever. If 
Maurice Grau has secured the new opera 
for America, he has a fortune in it ; for, 
with all our faults, we love our Offenbach. 
The Wilhelmj concerts have been at­ 
tended by large and brilliant audiences. 
The virtuoso’s support is in every respect 
excellent, consisting of a double instru­ 
mental quartet combined with the theater 
orchestra, of which Gliarles Schultz and 
Louis Schmidt, Jr., are the conductors. 
Wilhelmj’s appearance in Paganini’s Con­ 
cert and Ernst’s celebrated “ Airs Hon- 
groire,” was the signal for tempestuous 
applause, such as is seldom given to a mu­ 
sician by a San Francisco audience, w ho 
bestow more liberal favors on song-and- 
dance athletes than on professionals of a 
higher grade.—[Pacific Life, January 24th. 
Miss Augusta Dargon has had a verita­ 
ble triumph at Sydney, Australia. At the 
conclusion of her farewell performance the 
w as called before the curtain and presented 
with a gold necklet, a locket set with em­ 
eralds and diamonds, and a purse of sover­ 
eigns, on behalf of the Irish citizens of 
Sydney ; flowers were rained upon her by 
a crowded house ; speeches were made, 
and an address, brilliantly engrossed, de­ 
clared that “ It is to us a Bource of honor­ 
able pride to find iu you a countrywoman 
who has, by her genius, her versatility and 
powerful impersonation of some of the most 
difficult characters iu dramatic literature, 
doue honor anil credit to old Ireland.” 
Miss Dargon will wear the necklet anil 
locket and donate the sovereigns to the 
Irish Relief Fund. 
Here are a couple of stories, cut from 
the same model, by our esteemed cotem­ 
porary, the Philadelphia Mirror: A young 
actor, who belonged to one of the travel­ 
ing combinations, was boasting on the 
Plaza that he had played all the leading 
juveniles. 
“ Did you ever play Rich­ 
mond?” asked Superfluous Laggs, the vet­ 
eran, who has a thorough contempt for 
“ lucomotive actors.” “ Richmond?” re­ 
plied the juvenile, “ No; our company 
didn’t go farther south than Washington.” 
Joaquin Miller was stopping at Baltimore 
a few weeks ago, and wrote to a Jersey 
friend to come aud visit him. “ I am at 
Baruum’s,” said Joaquin, meaning the 
hotel, of course. His friend wrote at 
once : “ Dear Miller, I am sorry that you 
have put yourself on exhibition ; for I be­ 
lieve that, with study and industry, you 
would have made your mark in literature. 
How much does Barnum give you, and 
what do you do in the show ?” 
Edmuiid W. Gosse writes of August 
Bournonville, the Danish ballet poet, who 
recently died at Copenhagen, that the only 
parallel to be found to him in literary his­ 
tory is partially given in Theophiie Gau­ 
tier, w ho was extremely anxious to adapt 
his poetical imaginatii n to pieces for danc­ 
ing. But there was this difference in their 
oppoitunitie9 : Gantier found no access for 
his dramas to the stage, while Bournonville 
was able to use his official position for the 
fnll benefit of the pul lie. As a child 
Bournonville showed signs of inventive 
talent, and composed a romantic ballet at 
the age of 14. Before his time the ballet 
had flourished in Denmark, but it after­ 
ward fell into decay. Under his direction 
it achieved “ a brilliance and poetical sig­ 
nificance exceeding that in every other 
capital in Europe. ’ He began “ a long 
series of mute dramas, exquisite poems of 
motion and attitude, the secret of which 
may be said to have been his invention, 
anil to have died with him.” Oehlensch- 
lager and Holbeig are the only writers who 
have exercised an equally powerful and 
aesthetic influence over the Danish theater. 
The plot of “ The False Friend,” an­ 
nounced at the Union Square, New York, 
is based upon the Tichborne case. The 
prologue is supposed to take place in z\u3- 
tralia ; tte other four acts in England. 


The cast will include Messrs. Charles R. 
Thorne, Harry Courtaine, Parselle, Ram­ 
say, Stoddart and Polk ; Mesdauiea Sara 
Jewett, Kllie Wilton, Ida Vernon, Sarah 
(Vsvill, Mrs. Phillips and Mrs. Wilkins. So 
great is tne confidence of the public in tho 
good sense and good taste of the Union 
Square management that a crowded and 
fashionable first night is certain. But, just 
as tl e Wallack management believed in 
“ Estelle,’’thought it would outrival “The 
Banker’s Daughter,” wasted a small for­ 
tune in placing it on the stage, and could 
not detect its faults even at the final re­ 
hearsal for which a Saturday matinee 
was willingly sacrified, so the Union 
Square management may be mistaken in 
its estimate of the value of “ The False 
Friend.” There is a reasonable prejudice 
against the plot ; for the Tichborne case is 
much more interesting than any drama 
that can be founded upon it. There is a 
natural prejudice against an American 
dramatist who 1 >egins his career by locating 
his scenes iu England. There is a just 
prejudice against the school with which 
the new dramatist has allied himself, and 
which seeks to domiuate the stage through 
impracticable theories of art and criticism. 
Of course, if “ The False Friend” proves 
to he a good play, all these prejudices will 
only increase its success and fan the flame 
of the illuminations in honor of the new 
American playwright; but, at present, it 
is the highest possible compliment to Man­ 
ager Palmer’s administration that “ The 
F'alse Friend ” should he thought worthy 
of consideration simply because he thinks 
it worth producing.—[Spirit of the Times.

C olusa, January 30*h.—About Wednesday 
last the work of preparation for the execution 
of Charley Taing, convicted in December, 
1878, of murder in the first degree, in the kill­ 
ing of a Chinaman at L. Scarce’», began. For 
the last week or ten days Itev. Father Wall- 
rath, pastor of the Catholic Church, has been 
in coustar.t attendance, and yesterday morn­ 
ing he concluded that Charley was sufficiently 
instructed and in a proper frame of mind to 
receive baptism, and at 10 o’clock that 
sacrament 
was 
administered 
to 
him 
in the presence of sevvral members 
of the Church. 
Father W allrath then 
stayed with him until the hour of his execu­ 
tion arrived. A few minutes before 12 o’clock 
to-day the death-warrant was read to him on 
the inside of the jail. About twenty-five or 
thirty spectator.-, holding cards previously 
presented by the Sheriff, were admitted. At 
five minutes to 12 the Sheriff, assisted by W. 
T. Beville, marched from the cell to the 
scaffjd. The Chinaman took his place, 
Sheriff Arnold adju.-ted the rope around his 
neck, Charley turning his head to accommo­ 
date the adjustment, as though it was only a 
cravat that was being fitted to his neck. When 
all was ready Father W allrath began a 
prayer for 
the dying, and at precisely 
12 o’clock 
the bheriff cut the 
small 
cord that held the trap, and Charley fell. 
There was not the movement of a muscle. 
At 17 minutes past 12 the doctors, QÍ whom 
there were five present, pronounced him 
dead. The fall had dislocated his neck, and 
there could have beeu but little Buffering. He 
was then cut down and delivered to the un­ 
dertaker. This is the third execution by the 
law in Colusa county since it- organization, 
the first being that of Nathaniel Bowman, in 
May, 1852, for the murder of Devi Seigier, 
and the next being that of A. Thomas, in 
September, 18ofi, for the murder of Sep 
Handy, at John Miller’s place in Spring 
Valley.

General Orders No. 4. 
I —Commencing with the month of January, 
1SS0, the jHircentoge of attendance at the drills, as 
provided f*»r in s-ections 2026 and 2027 of Jhe Codes 
relative to the militia, will b? published ffl<»nthlv in 
general orders, for the information of the National 
Guard. In order to faci itate this work, command­ 
ing officers arc specially direct^ to see that the re­ 
turns for the preceding month reach these head­ 
quarters uof later than the 15th of each month. 
II--Company commanders will figure in the col­ 
umn " Total presei.t and absent,” the percentage of 
the company for the m mtn, which percentage, to­ 
gether with all other facts us required by the form 
of the returns, must be verified at each headquarter 
through which they are required to pass before they 
are f -rwarded to these headquarters. 
III-T o the regiment or La’talion of infantry or 
cavalry showing the largest aggregate of percentage 
of attendance at the drills, as mentioned in para­ 
graph 1 of this order, f r the year 1080, there will 
be presented a United States regulation silk flag, 
with staff, etc., complete. 
IV-To the unattached company showing the 
largest percentage, there will be preseuted a regu­ 
lation silk guidon, complete. 
V- The two companies showing the smallest per­ 
centage, jf below the minimum required for pa­ 
rades bv Section 2020, will be recommended tu be 
mustered out of the State service. 
VI- To secure correctness in returns, company 
commanders must neeessdrily he held responsible 
that the facts to which they certify are absolutely 
true, as the responsibility cannot be shared with 
others after returns have been certified to. Upon 
satisfactory proof being furnished to these head- 
quartersrfhut false returns have been rendered, the 
company thus derelict shall be liable to be mus­ 
tered out of the State service, and the officers cer­ 
tifying to the returns shall be suspended from com­ 
mand and subject to trial by Court-martial. 
V II-A s the law requires but one drill i»er week, 
company commanders may, at their option, take 
the legal parade, battalion drill, or company drill, 
which fails in the same week, from which to male 
their returns of percentage.

SALA ON AMERICAN PRICES. 
Mr. George Augustus Sala, now visiting 
this country, is writing very interesting 
letters to the London Telegraph. In one 
of them he discusses the difference of prices 
in London and New York, and points out 
several curious and puzzling facts. Thus, 
for instance, certain services and things ara 
very much dearer in New York than in 
London, while other things are dearer in 
London than in New York. Mr. Sala, 
however, comes to the conclusion that for 
General purposes the dollar will not go much 
farther than the shilling, and that it costs 
twice as much to live in New York as it 
does in London. The difference in wages 
in the two countries is not enough to ex­ 
plain these phenomena. For example, the 
extravagant charges for hack hire in New 
York, astonished Mr. Sala, and well they 
may, for he is charged four times what he 
•would pay in London for the same services, 
and the service is in no respect bet­ 
ter done, or at a greater outlay. Political 
economists have not enough considered the 
influence which custom exerts upon prices. 
It is often found that when all the ortho­ 
dox economic causes of a decline in prices 
are seen to be in operation, prices never­ 
theless do not decline. In nearly all such 
cases custom will explain the failure to re­ 
spond to economical laws the force of 
which is only relative. On the Pacific 
coast custom has perhaps exerted a more 
powerful influence than in any other part 
of the world, in maintaining high prices 
long after the justification fcr them had 
passed away, and the too universal ac­ 
quiescence in this custom has undoubtedly 
much to answer for in the condition of re­ 
tarded progress which has perplexed so 
many observers hitherto. Customs of this 
character are, it is scarcely necessary to 
point out, usually “ more honored in the 
*1 breach than in the observance. ” 
VON M0LTKE SARCASTIC. 
A curious remark is attributed to the 
great strategist who knows how to be 
silent in seven languages. Having been 
solicited to use his influence with the Em­ 
peror for the reduction of the German 
army, he is said to have replied, “ The 
“ power of the Emperor cannot impress 
“ all nations with the conviction that even 
“ a victorious war is a national roisfor- 
“ tune. That conviction can only be the 
“ result of the moral education of nations, 
“ the fruit of which we shall neither of us 
“ live to see.” There is much grim sar­ 
casm in this terse rejoinder, and unhappily 
but too much truth. The continental pow­ 
ers are engaged in a competition which 
makes each one the slave of the others. 
Germany is compelled to increase her 
army because France and Russia have 
organized formidable armaments. 
The 
time when the moral education of 
the 
nations 
will 
have 
convinced 
them that even a victorious war may be a 
national misfortune cannot come so long 
as wars are decreed by those who are 
li fted by social position above the pinch of 
the sharpest national suffering. It is only 
•when the people decide for themselves 
upon questions of peace or wa® that the 
moral education referred to by Count Yon 
Moltke can make itself felt; and even 
when that change has been reached the na­ 
tions will have enormous advances in civil­ 
ization to make before they will be pre­ 
pared to renounce the temptations of 
militar}- ambition. In the past history of 
the world democracies have been not less 
aggressive than monarchies, and popular 
passion has led to as much national mis­ 
fortune as the demands of dynastic am­ 
bition.

Dr. Gibbons was nominated for 
President, and the Secretary was instructed 
to cast the vote of the Beard for Dr. Gib 
bons, which tvas done, aud he was unani 
mously elected. Dr. Hatch was nominated 
as permanent Secretary, and Dr. Widney was 
authorized to cast the vote of the Board for 
Dr. Hatch, which was done, and he ’ 
unanimously elected. 
The Secretary reported the draft of an Act 
amendatory to the Act relating to the regis 
tration of marriages, births and deaths. The 
Act was read, amendments suggested and the 
bill approved. The Secretary was instructed 
to present the bill to the Legislature and re­ 
quest its adoption. 
President Gibbons called attention to the 
presence of unall-pox in the State, whi 
seems to be starting up in different parts of 
the State, and may possibly become rife in 
San Francisco. It was the opinion of the 
physicians that it is commonly periodical in 
its appearar.ee, and that it is now about time 
for it to make itself actively manifest again. 
The necessity for vaccination was held to be 
important now, inasmuch as no general ef­ 
fort in that direction has been made for some 
time. 
The President added that there 
was at the present time a pie disposition 
to exanthematous diseases generally. Dr. 
Widney stated that 
the 
Spanish ranch 
horses around Los Angeles formed a prolific 
source of this kind of disease. 
The Secretary was directed, as a commit­ 
tee,-to prepare a circular for distribution 
the subject of diphtheria and small-pox, and 
the precautions advisable to be taken by the 
public. The President was subsequently 
added to the committee. After a general 
discussion upon the subject of vaccinnation 
and the relative value of the different kinds 
of virus, the Board adjourned subjeet to call.

The new 
Constitution provides that no salary shall be 
authorized by law for cleri. al services not 
therein provided for, exceeding il.tiOO per an­ 
num for each clerk employed. The Constitu­ 
tion also provides that all laws in force at the 
adoption of this Constitution, not inconsistent 
therewith, shall remain in full force and 
effect 
until 
altered 
or 
re[iealed 
by 
legislation. 
It 
also 
provides 
that 
the 
provisions of all laws which are inconsistent 
with this Constitution shall cease at the 
adoption thereof, except that all laws which 
are inconsistent with such provisions in this 
Constitution as require legislation to enforce 
them, shall remain in full force until the first 
day of July, 1880, unless sooner altered or re­ 
pealed by the Legislature. The question is, 
whether or not the provision in relation to 
the salary of clerks, above referred to, re­ 
quires legislation to enforce it, and the opin­ 
ion of the Attorney-General has not as yet 
been given.

THE FOLSOM PRISON. 


THE REPORT OF THE BOARD OF STATE 
PRISON DIRECTORS. 


Official H istory of the Branch Prison Con­ 
struction and th e Changes made 
in the 
Specifications. 


YIn 


The report of the Directors of the State 
Prison relative to the Branch Prison at Fol­ 
som was presented by Governor Perkins to 
the Senate yesterday. 
Except the opening 
paragraphs we present the report in full. 
I t 
recites that the Act of April, 1878, directed 
the Board to commence the completion of the 
Branch at Folsom on or before the 1st of 
July, 1878, and to continue the work to the 
extent of the appropriation. 
The A ct appro­ 
priated fits),000, and reappropriated -585,• 
404 73, then in the Branch Prison Fund, 
making a total of §203,494 73. 
The A ct pro­ 
vided th at all provisions looking to the com­ 
pletion of the Branch Prison should be null 
and void and the appropriations should be 
returned to the General Fund unless the 
Board could make contracts before June 30, 
1878, for the hire of not less than 350 convicts 
for live years, at not less than titty cents a 
day for the labor of each. 
Accordingly, after 
notice for bids. June 29, 1878, the Board con­ 
tracted with H. G. Livermore, who gave a 
bond, to hire 350 prisoners for tivp years at 
fifty cents per day each. 
THE WOllK. 
The Board was given power to select one 
of two methods in which the work might be 
done. 
One was to employ the convicts in the 
construction of the prison ; the other, the 
erection of the prison by contract, after plans 
and specificati ms submitted to the legisla­ 
tive committee by A. A. Bennett. 
The plan 
of Bennett was substantially the same as th at 
originaJy adopted for the prison in 1874, and 
according to which certain modifications or 
changes in the m ole of construction were 
made. 
No material variation from the plan 
originally adopted could 
be made which 
would not involve the less of the work already 
done. 
. 
The Board, after m ature consideration, 
adopted the plan and specifications of Mr. 
Bennett, and concluded it would be of State 
interest to do the work by contract. 
On con­ 
sultation with the Attorney-General 
the 
Board concluded th at in letting the contract 
and supervising the erection it would be sub­ 
ject to the provisions of an A ct entitled “ An 
A ct to regulate contracts on behalf of the 
State in relation to erections and buildings,” 
approved March 23,1870 (see Statutes 1875 -76, 
page 427); in fact, to all the provisions of 
said Act, except to those which prescribe the 
mode in which the plans for public buildings 
shall be adopted. 
The A ct which directed 
work on the Branch Prison to be resumed 
having authorized the Board to adopt the 
jlan and specifications submitted to the Legis­ 
lative Committees on State Prisons by Mr. 
Bennett, and the Board, in pursuance of such 
authority, having adopted such plan and spe­ 
cifications, it was unnecessary to advertise 
for plans as provided for in the A ct of March 
23, 1876. 
THE BIDS. 
In pursuance of Section 3 of the A ct of 
M arch 23, 1876, the Board advertised for 
sealed proposals for furni-hing all material 
and doing all work, mechanical or otherwise, 
necessary to the completion of the Branch 
Prison according to the plan and specifica­ 
tions which the Board had adopted. 
A t the 
time appointed, July 13, 1878, the Board met 
in the Executive office, State Capitol, to open 
and con.-i !er the bids which had been re­ 
ceived. 
The bids were : Hughes & Dudgius, 
§220,000; H. G. Livermore. §212,000; Den­ 
nis Jordan, §161,000. 
As the Board was not 
fu ll— the Lieutenant-Governor not 
being 
present—they adjourned to meet in San 
Francisco on the 17th instant to further con­ 
sider the bids and award the contract. 
A t 
the adjourned meeting, on Ju ly 17, 1878, the 
Board awarded the contract to Dennis Jo r­ 
dan, his bid being the lowest and accompa­ 
nied by a certified check of ten per cent, of 
its amount, as required by the advertise­ 
ments soliciting bids. 
On the 25th of July 
ensuing 31 r. Jordan entered into a contract, 
on the basis of his bid, for the completion of 
the Branch State Prison according to the 
plan and specifications adopted by the Board 
and now on file in the office of the Con­ 
troller. 
THE CONTRACT. 
In such contract he stipulated to commence 
work on the said Branch State Prison within 
30 da vs from the 17th day of Ju ly —the date 
on which the contract was awarded him—and 
to complete it within 15 months from such 
date. 
The contract is on file in the office of 
the Controller of State, and a copy of it will 
be found in the minutes of the Board. 
A. A. Bennett was appointed architect, at 
a salary of §250 per month, his services and 
pay to commence on the 25th of July, 1878. 
Jam es W . Duncan was appointed Super­ 
intendent, on the part of the State, at a 
salary of §200 per month, his services and 
pay to commence on the 26th of J uly, 1878. 
The contractor commenced work on his con­ 
tract at or about the tim e the term s of the 
contract required th at he should. 
Owing, h owever, to the lack of the neces­ 
sary capital to push the work vigorously, or 
to some other cause, the progress made in its 
execution was very slow. 
The want of the 
necessary capital was, we think, the princi­ 
pal, if not the sole cause of the slow progress 
made with the work. 
The work was fre­ 
quently interrupted by the creditors of the 
contractor, 
who placed attachm ents on the 
tools, machinery, etc., employed in prosecut­ 
ing the work. 
SERIOUS TROUBLE. 
Some time in the month of January, 1879, 
the workmen also refused to work more till 
the Board made an arrangement with the 
contractor 
by which he agreed to 
as­ 
sign to a 
member of the Board a suffi­ 
cient sum out of the award which should 
be made to him for the material furnished 
and labor done in any month, to pay the 
workmen their wages earned during such 
month. 
This arrangement was consummated 
about the 1st of February, aud before the 
contractor had been paid for his work and 
m aterial for the month of January. 
Mr. 
Beck was the member of the Board selected 
to receive the assignments from the con­ 
tractor agreed upon, and to pay therefrom to 
the workmen, at the commencement of each 
month, their wages earned during the preced­ 
ing month. 
The first assignment made to 
M r. Beck by the contractor was out of his 
award for material furnished and work done 
during the month of January. 
I t was suf­ 
ficient not ouly to pay the laborers their 
wages for the month of January, but also to 
pay them all balances on 
their 
wages 
earned 
before 
January 
and 
remaining 
yet- unpaid. 
M r. 
Beck drew from the 
treasury 
the 
money 
thus 
assigned 
to him, and proceeding to the site of the 
Branch Prison, paid the laborers the wages 
due them for the month of January. 
He 
also paid all properly authenticated claims 
presented to him for wages earned prior to 
January, though the persons presenting such 
claims had previously signed receipts which 
released the Directors from all obligations to 
withhold from the contractor any sums due 
him, for the purpose of securing the payment 
to them of their wages. 
If any person did 
not receive at that time the wages due him, 
whether such wages had been earned in Ja n ­ 
uary or prior thereto, it was his own fault. 
A ll were notified th at they had but to pre­ 
sent their claims for wages, properly authen­ 
ticated, to secure their payment. 
A CONDITION. 
I t may be proper, at this point, to remark 
th at the Board, in order to secure to the la­ 
borers the payment of their wages from the 
contractor, had taken the precaution to have 
inserted in the contract a stipulation th at the 
contractor should not be entitled to receive 
any payment on account of material fur­ 
nished or work done on his contract till he 
should furnish to the Directors satisfactory 
receipts, vouchers or releases, showing that 
he had paid to the mechanics and laborers 
employed by him all sums due them for labor 
performed on bis contract. 
In pursuance of 
this clause in the contract, the Board had, in 
each instance, before paying the contractor 
any money due him on his contract, required 
him to bring receipts from the mechanics and 
laborers employed by him, acknowledging 
the receipt of their wages for the period in 
which his claim against the State had ac­ 
crued, 
I t seems, however, th at many of 
these persons were induced to sign such re­ 
ceipts before actually receiving their wages, 
on the contractor giving them duebills for 
the amount of the wages, supplemented 
by his promise to pay such duebills as 
soon as he should receive from the State the 
amount due him, .which he would be enable-1 
to do by presenting to the Boird their re­ 
ceipts for their wages daring the month in 
which ins claim had accrued. 
B ut as the 


contractor, after obtaining receipt* from th e 
laborers w hich enabled him to draw from the 
State th e amounts due him, was slow to ful­ 
fill the promises on which such receipts had 
been obtained, a general discontent among 
the laborers sprang up, which culminated as 
above noted—in their refusal to continue 
loDger at work, unless the Directors should 
in some way guarantee the payment to them 
of their wages at the end of each month 
without risk or trouble to themselves. 
THE CONTRACTOR 8 DELAY. 
Hence the arrangement by which the con­ 
tractor was to assign to Mr. Beck a sufficient 
sum out of the award for material furnished 
and labor performed in each month to pay 
the wages of the laborers during such month ; 
also, the arrangement by which he was as­ 
signed a sufficient sum out of the moneys due 
the contractor for labor and material fur­ 
nished in January to pay all claims for wages 
which had accrued during the month of J a n ­ 
uary or prior thereto. 
From February till June, both inclusive, 
the contractor, at the beginning of each 
month, assigned to Mr. Beck a sufficient sum 
out of his award for m attrial and laLor fur­ 
nished during the preceding month to pay the 
wages of the laborers during such month ; 
and Mr. Beck, within a few days after the 
beginning of each month during this period, 
went to the Branch Prison and paid the la­ 
borers thereon their wages for the preceding 
month. 
The Board did everything in their power to 
induce the contractor to proceed more rapid­ 
ly with his contract. 
Through the lack of 
capital, he was compelled to contract debts ; 
aud not being able to pay when the debts be­ 
came due, his creditors w eie almost constant­ 
ly barrassing him with suits, and interrupt­ 
ing the work by attaching his tools and 
machinery. 
U nder assurances from the con­ 
tractor, 
constantly repeated, th at he was 
expecting financial aid from his friends, 
which would enable him to proceed with his 
contract and complete it within the prescribed 
time, and being most unwilling to embarrass 
him in the prosecution of the work, as long 
as there might be any ground for hope that 
he would eventually be able to proceed with, 
and complete it according to stiuulation, and 
most anxious to avoid, if possible, the respon­ 
sibilities which they must assume, if they 
should proceed to act in pursuance of the 
authority conferred on them by Section 12 of 
the A ct of M arch 23, 187G, the Directors 
bore with the contractor till it became evi­ 
dent, beyond all perad venture, th at he would 
not complete, or anywhere near complete, bis 
contract within the time prescribed. 


FAILURE OF THE CONTRACTOR. 
U p to the 1st of April, 1879—more than 
seveu months from the commencment of the 
work and half of the time in which the 
whole 
work was required to be done— 
the 
contractor 
had, 
according 
to 
the 
estimates 
of 
the 
architect, 
furnished 
material and labor only to the value of §19,­ 
037 11. 
The Board now fully satisfied, not 
merely th at the work was not prosecuted 
with that energy aud vigor which the con­ 
tract required, but also that the contractor 
would not, if left to himself, prosecute it 
with such energy and vigor, resolved to as­ 
sume and exercise the powers conferred on 
them by Section 12 of the Act, “ concerning 
contracts on behalf of the State, in relation 
to the erection of buildings, etc.,” approved 
M arch 23, 1875. 
Accordingly, in pursuance of the provisions 
of the said Act, the Board made an order on 
April 1, 1879, requiring anti directing the 
contractor, Dennis Jordan, to places not less 
than 150 men, including mechanics and labor­ 
ers, in such proportions as the exigencies of 
the work might require, at work on the 
Branch State Prison, aud keep not less than 
that number continuously at work thereon. 
This order was not complied with by the con­ 
tractor for the reason, as we believe, that he 
lacked the necessary capital. 
He was again 
sued by his creditors ; and all his tools, ma­ 
chinery and other property used in the con­ 
struction of the prison were placed under 
a tacl.ment. 
I t now became apparent to the Board th at 
the contractor could not furnish the material 
aud labor necessary to proceed with and per­ 
form his contract, and that it would be neces­ 
sary for the Directors themselves to employ, 
in pursuance of law, such force of workmen 
and furnish such material as might be required 
to complete such contract. 
Accordingly on 
May 13, 1879, the Board passed another order, 
requiring aud directing the contractor to place 
on the work such force of men, in addition to 
the one hundred and fifty which he had pre­ 
viously been ordered to place thereon, and 
also to procure such material in addition to 
w hat he already had, as the Board had de­ 
termined, after making careful estimates, 
would be necessary to enable him to comply 
with bis contract. 
[For particulars of this 
order see minutes of the Board.] I t was uot 
ex ac te d th at he would obey this order, but 
it was necessary to make it, as. under the law, 
it is only on the refusal or failure of the con­ 
tractor to comply with such order of the Board 
th at the latter are authorized to do what th e 
former was ordered, but failed, to do. As 
already stated, the contractor had not, up to 
May 13th, complied with the order made on 
April 1st, requiring him to employ and keep 
employed on the work a force of not less than 
150 mechanics and laborers. 
On May 14th 
bis machinery, tools and other property used 
in carrying on the work were attached, aud 
all work on the building stopped ; and there­ 
after he was wholly unable to comply with 
the requirements of the Directors, or to do 
any more work on his contract. 


THE STATE TAKES HOLD OF THE WORK. 
On M ay 23d the Board of Directors em­ 
ployed William Johnston as foreman of the 
Btone work at the prison, and authorized him 
to employ and put to work, at the various 
kinds of labor necessary in the erection of the 
stone work of the building, a force of 150 
men. 
He commenced work at once, but at 
first be employed only a small force, on ac­ 
count of not having sufficient machinery and 
tools to enable him to employ a larger force 
to advantage. 
On May 30th all the tools, 
machinery and other property belonging to 
the contractor, and used by him in doing 
work on his contract, were sold at Sheriff’s 
sale. 
The Board of Directors purchased 
them. 
. 
Among the property, other than machin­ 
ery and tools, which the Board purchased at 
such Sheriff's sale, was a boarding-house lo­ 
cated on the prison grounds, which the con­ 
tractor had erected so as to have the neces­ 
sary facilities for boarding his workmen. 
The purchase of this house by the Board was 
made subject to a mechanic’s lien, on which 
a judgment has Bince been obtained for 
§902 88, exclusive qf interest and costs of 
suit. 
This judgment has not yet been satis­ 
fied. 
A t this point a controversy arose be­ 
tween the Board of Directors and the con­ 
tractor as to the rights of the contractor : 
first, in relation to the tools, machinery, etc., 
which the Directors had purchased a t the 
Sheriff's sale. 
The contractor claimed that 
as he and his bondsmen would be charged 
with the amount paid for the tools, machin­ 
ery, etc., the purchase of them m ust be held 
to have been made for his use. 
H e accord 
ingly demanded to be put in possession of 
them, that he might employ mechanics and 
laborers and proceed with the contracts. His 
demand was not acceded to by the Board ; 
aud second, in relation to the force placed 
on 
the work by the Board of Direct­ 
ors. 
The contractor claimed that such force 
must be subject to his commands, and must 
work under his directions. 
He claimed the 
right to discharge any person or persons whom 
the Directors or their agents might employ, 
if he should deem such persons or persons, 
for any cause, unfit or improper persons to be 
employed. 
The Board did not concede his 
right to any voice as to whom they should or 
should not employ, nor his right to exercise 
any control or direction of the men whom 
they should have in their employ. Third—Iu 
relation to the place from which the rock 
should be taken with which to complete the 
prison. 
The contractor claimed the right to 
forbid the Directors to take rock from quar­ 
ries other than the one from which he had 
taken what rock he had used. 
This claim 
was also disregarded by the Board. 
The contractor had, prior to his discontinu­ 
ance of labor on the prison, made a contract 
with Guttenberger S. Co. to do the iron-work 
required by his contract, and one with J . J . 
Gleason to do the plumbing. These contracts 
were permitted to stand, and have been car­ 
ried out on the part of the State by the 
Board. 
FURTHER DETAILS. 
A fter the purchase of the tools, etc., a t the 
Sheriff’s sale mentioned above, and after the 
date at which the contractor was required to 
put on an additional force and purchase and 
procure additional material, in pursuance of 
the order of the Board of Directors, passed 
on M ay 13th, the Directors caused to be 
placed on the work a large force of men, with 
the view of completing it within the time 
prescribed in the contract with Dennis 
Jordan, 
it became necessary, in order that 
this additional force might be employed to 
advantage, to procure, at a very considerable 
expense, additional tools and machinery. 
I t 
was believed also to be both necessary ami in 
the interest of economy to take rock from 
other quarries than the one from which the 
contractor had taken rock ; and to do this it 
was necessary to build a railroad for a very 
considerable distance, at quite a heavy ex­ 


pense. 
The rail* used for such purpose were 
old ones, borrowed from the Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad Company, the Directors 
paying the freight for transporting them from 
such places as they were used to the prison. 
They are still the property of the company. 
The Directors were also at the expense of 
procuring a stationary engine with which to 
haul the cars up an iucline. 
This is still the 
property of the State, and is nearly as good 
as new. 
After prosecuting the work with a larger 
force of men during the months of June and 
July, and with the utmost efforts at economy, 
the Board saw th at it would be imponible to 
complete, or anywhere near complete, the 
Drison with the appropriation made for the 
purpose. 
MODIFICATIONS. 
The Board, after full consultation with Mr. 
Bennett, the Arc! itect, M r. Duncan, the 
Superintendent of Construction on the part 
of the State, and Mr. Johnston, the D i­ 
rectors’ Foreman of stonework, determined 
to modify very materially the character of 
some portions of the work lequired by the 
specifications of the Architect. 
The changas 
determined on by the Board did not alter or 
iu any way affect the plan of the building, 
but went only to the way in which that por­ 
tion of the work to which they related should 
be done. 
The plan of the building embraced 
328 cells. Of these ouly about 100 were built. 
'1 he Architect’s specifications required that 
thá 
partition 
walls 
between the 
cells 
should be of dimension stone pten-ham- 
inered. 
The first change ordered was that 
the 
rock 
specifications of the architect required that 
the doors of the cells—both of the lower and 
upper tiers—should be of dressed granite 
slabs, extending the whole length of the cell. 
The second change ordered was, th at instead 
of granite slabs for floors iu the lower tier of 
cells composition stone should be used, and 
instead of granite slabs for the floors in the 
upper tier of cells quarter-inch plate iron, 
properly stayed and braced, should be used. 
The specifications of the architect required 
th at the floor of the prisoners’ kitchen, din­ 
ing-room, laundry, etc , should be of dressed 
granite slabs. 
The third chauge ordered was 
th at these floors should be made of aspaltum, 
properly prepared, instead of such gr uite 
slabs. 
The specifications of the architect re­ 
quired that. the rooms iuteuded for the use of the 
officers should be finished with cornices, cen- 
ter-pieees, etc. The fourth change ordered was 
that such cornices, center-pieces, etc., should 
be dispensed with. 
I t was believed by the 
Board, at the time they ordered 
these 
changes in the character of the work, that 
the prison could be completed with the ap­ 
propriation already made for the purpose. 
The contractor not having let the contract to 
any one for doing the carpenter-work, the 
Board advertised for bids for doing such 
work and furnishing the materia! therefor. 
In response to advertisements, bids were re­ 
ceived as follows :

faithlul performance thereof, and who are in 
pood faith performing it. 
The plate-iron 
fioors of the cells of the upper tier were put 
in by Janies McGuire at $44 a floor. 
The 
bids for this work were as follows:

The glazing, including all materials, has 
been let to W hittier, Fuller & Co. for $013. 
The Board received and opened bids on No­ 
vember 5th for the plastering required by the 
specifications, but did not award a contract. 
Upon making an estimate of the 


PROBADLE COST 
Of the stone work yet to be done, of what 
would become due on contracts already let, 
and of other expenses which could not be ar­ 
rived at, the Board became satisfied that such 
contract, if made, would create a liability, in 
conjunction with those already created and 
those which must be created, in excess of the 
appropiiation. 
Jtl ter the completion of the iron work, the 
carpenter work aud the plumbing, which are 
now being done under contracts already let, 
as hereinbefore stated, and for the payment 
of all sums which will become due oi. such con­ 
tracts, there will be an unexpended balance 
in the appropriation already made. There will 
still remain unperformed on Jordan’s con­ 
tract the plastering, the floors of certain cells, 
the floors of the corridors and the floors of the 
kitchen, dining-room, etc. 
For the comple­ 
tion of this latter work a further appropria­ 
tion will be required. The righta of the State 
and the liabilities of the contractor and his 
bondsrr.en, growing out of the failure of the 
contractor to comply with the requirements 
of his contract, are questions which we are 
compelled to leave for judgment to our suc­ 
cessors.

it in about four quarts of cold w'ater aud 
let it sim m er for tw o hours ; boil one yel­ 
low turuip, one medium-sized carrot, four 
potatoes, tw o bulbs of soup celery. 
The 
turnip and carrot will require one hour to 
cook, th e potatoes and celery half an hour; 
when cooked pu t them in cold w ater and 
peel and chop fine ; remove the m e a t; then 
add th e vegetables and one cup of boiled 
rice or barley ; then let the soup simmer 
ten m inutes more ; then add one table­ 
spoonful of chopped onion, and one of pars­ 
ley ; th en let it cook ten m inutes more, as 
cooking onion or parsley too much takes 
from it the desired flav o r; cooking the 
vegetables separately will add much to the 
flavor of the soup. 


F o r k a nd B ea n s. —One q u art of w hite 
beans ; wash and pick them . 
Some good 
housekeepers soak th eir beaus over night, 
but I find it less trouble to boil them at 
once, p utting them in three quarts of cold 
w ater, and letting them come slow ly to the 
boil. 
Cook fully three hours, and do not 
boil too rapidly or they w ill he cooked u n ­ 
evenly. 
Season w ith a tablespoonful of 
salt, half a teaspoonful of w hite ground 
pepper, and as much red pepper as the end 
of a penknife blade will take up. P ut them 
in a deep baking pan. 
If the beaus have 
not absorbed all the water, keep some of 
the w ater they were boiled in, as they will 
require it when baking, if too dry. 
Take 
one and a half pounds of bacon, it is nicer 
than salt pork. 
Skin and score it. 
A fter 
the beans have been baking in a slow oven 
for four hours, p ut on top of the beans the 
bacon, and let it all bake tw o hours longer. 
I f it gets too dry, add the w ater, which 
should be boiling. 
F ish C ro qu ettes.— W h at fish rem ains 
over from dinner one day will make cro­ 
quettes for breakfast. 
1’ick the fish care­ 
fully, removing skin and bone. 
M ake a 
sauce or liant w ith an ounce of b u tter,[and 
th e same of sifted flour ; put this in |tiie 
saucepan, w ith a pint of boiling w ater, a 
saltspoonful of salt, a very little w hite 
pepper and a d u st of nutmeg. 
S tir this 
thoroughly so th at it is smooth. 
Cook the 
fish slightly in this liant, and then p ut it 
aside in a dish to cool. 
W hen cold, flour 
a board and lay the fish paste on it ; dust 
w ith pounded cracker and roll out the 
paste. 
I t ought not to stick, providing 
you have p ut enough pounded cracker. 
H ave th e yolks of tw o eggs well beaten ; 
cut the paste in strips about tw o inches 
long and an inch wide ; roll them over on 
them selves ; dip in egg and fry in hot fat. 
Of course, the fat m ust be a t a high heat. 
The a rt is to let them ju st brown, and not 
break th e croquettes. 
If they are greasy, 
p u t them on paper to absorb the excess of 
fat. 
Sprinkle a little well-chopped parsley 
over them . 
K oldcannon.— I t was a good while be­ 
fore I knew ju st how to spell this dish, 
and used to think it was cold-cannon. 
I 
saw it in a cook-book once, and it was 
printed kol-cannon, and kol, or call, 1 
think, is D utch or Scotch ; but it was a 
queer old sea Captain, when I was a lad, 
as tau g h t it me. 
He eat cabbage all the 
year through ; he said cabbage kept a man 
alive, which was true as far as he went, as 
he was lost a t sea when past G5. 
I used to 
m ake it w ith w hat cabbage was left over. 
You chop it fine—say a whole cold boiled 
cabbage—and you mix it up thorough w ith 
a quart of well-boiled potatoes. 
H ave a 
pan right hot, and pu t in th a t a tablespoon- 
ful of butter, or good drippings will do, 
and p ut your m ashed potato and cabbage 
in th at ; salt it light, aud pu t a saltspoon 
of black pepper in it and a light pinch of 
cayenne. You can eat it hot ju st th a t way, 
or, if you w ant to be real handy, p u t it in 
a buttered mold and let it brown a half 
hour. 
I t ’s cheap and good.—[Bob, the 
Sea-cook. 


Useful Information. 


H a r d v er su s S oft W a t e r. —Dr. Tidy, 
an em inent English chem ist, gives, in the 
Ixmdon M edical Exam iner, the results of 
his observations on th e use of hard w ater 
for culinary and dom estic purposes: 
1. 
H ard w ater is the best dietetically, be- 
cauee of the lime. 
2. I t m akes b etter tea, 
although not so dark colored, owing to the 
fact th at soft w ater dissolves th e b itter ex­ 
tractive m atters which color the tea, bu t 
ruins th e aroma. 
3. I t relieves th irst, 
which soft w ater does not. 
4. I t does not 
dissolve lead or organic m atter, which soft 
w ater does. 
5. I t is generally good col­ 
ored, soft w ater being, as a rule, dark col­ 
ored and unpleasant lo o k in g ; hence, in 
places like M anchester, supplied with soft 
water, th ey alw ays p u t it (in hotels) in 
dark bottles, to hide the color. 
A soft 
w ater, however, is a better detergent, and 
requires less soap. 
For a residential tow n 
a w ater which has over 10° of hardness 
would be best. 
For a m anufacturing town 
a soft w ater would be m ost advisable, for 
commercial considerations only. 


F r it t e r s.— Peel and core three large ap­ 
ples ; then cu t them across iu slices rather 
less than half an inch thick ; p ut them in 
a flat dish with half a tum bler of brandy 
or sherry and strew plenty of powdered 
sugar over them . 
Let them rem ain cov­ 
ered for a couple of hours, then take each 
piece separately, dip it in b atter so th a t it 
is well covered w ith it, and fry a golden 
color in plenty of hot lard. 
Lay th e frit­ 
ters in front of the fire, and when all are 
done pile them up on a napkin, shake 
plenty of pow dered loaf sugar over them 
aud serve. 
A very delicate b atter is made 
thus : Beat up one tablespoonful of brandy, 
■one of pure fresh olive oil aud a little cold 
water, w ith the yolk of one egg ; a<Vl a 
pinch of salt, then work in sufficient flour 
to m ake with the addition of mure w ater 
as much b atter as will be w anted. 
I t 
should be of th e consistency of thick cream. 
Ju s t before using whisk the w hites of two 
eggs to a fioth and m ix them lightly but 
effectually w ith the batter. 


G irl’s M itten. —Two ounces brown, 
gray or red Cashmere wool, a steel cro- 
chet-hook of medium size. 
M ake a chain 
ot 52 stitches (this will fit a lady who 
w eats No. 61 kid gloves), join the ends of 
the chain and crochet 2 rows around, S. C. 
(eiugle crochet.) 
On the 3d row, exactly 
opposite the startin g point, widen, by cro­ 


cheting 2 stitches in 1, then 1 plain, and 
widen again ; rest of row plain. 
Fourth 
row plain; 5th row, widen opposite the 1st 
w idening in 3d row, crochet 3 plain and 
widen again ; rest plain. 
Sixth row plain. 
Seventh row, widen as before, opposite the 
startin g point, and crochet 5 plain betw een 
th e widenings. 
Thus continue, every other 
row plain and every other row widening 
tw ice, increasing th e num ber of plaib 
stitches betw een by 2 every tim e, u n til the 
num ber of rows is 25, when th e Dumber of 
stitches betw een the widenings will be 23; 
join the m itten where the last tw o w iden­ 
ings occur by draw ing th e wool once 
through on th e hook. 
Crochet th e rest 
of 
the 
m itten 
plain 
until it reaches 
the end of the little finger in length, nar­ 
row a t each side by skipping one stitch and 
draw the wool tightly so as not to leave a 
hole. 
N arrow only tw ice iu the first row, 
then one row plain, tw ice in the next row, 
and after th a t shape it to the hand by n ar­ 
rowing more frequently in a row until it is 
alm ost completed. 
Then narrow every 
few stitches. 
W hen reduced to an open­ 
ing not longer than the end of the finger, 
tak e a large needle, tu rn th e m itten, and 
finish off neatly by draw ing up th e rem ain­ 
ing stitches and fastening firmly. 
Join on 
the wool again a t the opening left for the 
thum b, and shape it to the size of the 
thum b, fastening off as before. 
This makeB 
a very warm , strong m itten which will 
w ear for several seasons. 
For a sm aller 
m itten, sta rt w ith shorter chain, which 
m ay be m easured around th e w rist, and 
crochet only 23, 21 or 19 rows before join­ 
ing for th e thum b, according to the age of 
the child. 
The w rist may be finished off 
w ith a crocheted ruffle or two, or the m it­ 
ten may be commenced w ith a knitted 
w ristlet, tw o plain and tw o purl, two or 
three inches long, casting off and then 
crocheting th e first row into the w ristlet. 


A f g h a n S t it c ii (C r o c h e t T r ic o t e e ).— 
For the benefit of those who may no hap­ 
pen to know the usual Afghan stitch a few 
simple directions may be presented. 
I t is 
a very easy stitch, and one agreeable to 
the fingers. 
The crochet needle m ust be a 
rath er long one of bone, wood or steel, and 
the same size from end to end. 
H olding 
the wool in the left hand you m ake w ith 
the needle held in th e rig h t a running loop 
or noose; through this loop draw the wool 
w ith the needle m aking a third loop, and 
go on thus until your chain has the re­ 
quired num ber of loops—say seventeen. 
A t the end tu rn and work back on the 
chain th u s : B ut your needle through the 
fifteenth loop—th e one next b u t one to the 
last of the chain—aud draw ing the wool 
through, leave the stitch on the needle ; 
w ith this and the seventeenth stitch of the 
chain you will have tw o stitches on the 
needle. 
P u t the 
needle 
through 
the 
next 
stitch 
of 
th e 
chain, and draw ­ 
ing th e wool through, leave th a t loop 
also 
on 
th e 
needle. 
Go 
to 
the 
end of the chain thus and you will find 
16 stitches on your Deedle, as in k n itting ; 
in m aking a chain for crochet tricotee, you 
m ust alw ays m ake one more stitch than 
the num ber which the work is to have, as 
this perm its the neat turn at the end. 
A t 
the end of the first row (all th e stitches 
being on the needle), take up the wool 
w ith the hook and draw it through the 
first stitch only, then catching tiie wool 
up again, draw it through the stitch ju st 
made and the next stitch on the needle ; 
then through the stitch ju st m ade and the 
next stitch, and so on to the end of the 
row, when only one stitch is left on the 
needle. 
Then p ut th e hook through the 
first perpendicular stitch of th e preceding 
row (not th e edge stitch), and draw the 
wool through, leaving the stitch thus m ade 
on the needle. 
Go to the end of the row 
thus, draw ing the wool through each per­ 
pendicular stitch of th e preceding row, 
and leaving all the stitches th u s m ade on 
the n e ed le ; then w ork back as in the 
second row. 
This is crochet tricotee, call­ 
ed so because it resem bles k n ittin g .—[New 
York Tribune.

In all ages and localities have existed 
clergymen having traits of fine feeling, 
masterly attainm ents in their pulpit min­ 
istrations, and yet addicted to frequent 
touches of eccentricity of character.

Since the press generally throughout the 
State has commenced a discussiou in regard 
to the value of the preservation of the pro­ 
ceeding» and debates of Constitutional Con- 
veutions, the following opinions are in point 
as coming from two of the most distinguished 
writers on constitutions this country has pro­ 
duced. Judge Jamison, in his work on “ Con­ 
stitutional Conventions,” page 410, says : 
It would ba a most niggardly policy which should 
refuse the expenditure necessary to the preserva 
tion of most full and accurate reports of its de­ 
bates aud proceedings. Upon this subject, how­ 
ever, there has been no slight difference of views in 
different Conventions. In many of the States vol­ 
umes have been published containing both the 
journal and the debates of all their Conventions. 
In others the subject seems not to have been re­ 
garded as of any consequence whatever ; and what 
little has been preserved has been owing to the 
private enterprise of the newspaper pres*. The re 
suit is that memorials of the most important pub­ 
lic bodies ever assembled in those Stat-s are often 
very meager, and more often confused and inaccu­ 
rate. Such a policy is “ Penny wise and pound 
foolish.” In after years, when it has become im­ 
possible to rep ace what 
has been lost, more 
enlightened public opinion commonly finds cause to 
regret a paltry economy which deprives history of 
its most important data. It should be remembered 
that our conventions lay the foundation of States, 
many of which are to rival the greatness and glory 
of Home, of England and of France. In a hundred 
years from now what treasure would they not ex­ 
pend could they purchase therewith complete 
copies of their early constitutional records—docu­ 
ments standing to thtir several organizations in the 
same relation as would the discussion of those an­ 
cient sages who framed the Twelve Tables of the 
Roman liw to the Republic of Rome. 
* 
* 
* 
When measures are under deliberation which rest on 
principle alone, the opinions of commonplace men 
are frequently of much value, and are likely to be 
quite as ori&rinal as those of the most gifted debaters. 
At all events, it is eminently useful to a public assem­ 
bly to listen to the observations upon any subject 
of many men of various callings and unequal attain­ 
ments. If their thoughts are not generally pro­ 
found, they are often suggestive; and, in a delib­ 
erative body, it i* not so much the remarks of those 
who speak as the refl ction upon them of those who 
listen which ripen into measures. The truth of 
this is seen in perusing the printed reports of the 
debates in our Conventions. One cannot go through 
the discussion of any important measure, in which 
men of ordinary minds participated, without being 
surprised to find fresh li^ht constantly flowing over 
the subject from speeches which i:ot all the polish­ 
ing of the reporter could make otherwise than of­ 
fensive to the cultivated taste. 
Judge Cooley, in his work on “ Constitu­ 
tional Limitations,” in a chapter on “ Con- 
í'truction of State Constitutions,” page 
say s: 
When the inquiry is directed to ascertaining the 
mischief desi.ned to be remedied, or the purpose 
sought to be accomplished bv a particular pro­ 
vision, it may he proper to examine the proceedings 
of the Convention which framed the instrument.

S ir: Referring to Senate Bill No. S86, for the re­ 
peal of certain laws relating to ¿>ermanent and in­ 
definite appropriations, recently submitted for the 
expression of my views regarding its provisions, and 
for a statement of the appropriations which will be 
affected thereby, I have the honor to state that 
while the system of annual appropriations and ex­ 
penditures is undoubtedly correct, its general adop­ 
tion should not be for«ed without allowing sufficient 
time for proper consideration of the estimates of 
the amounts required to place the appropria­ 
tions 
to 
be 
repealed. 
Especially 
so 
as 
the estimates of the various Departments for 
next year have been 
already 
submitted 
to 
Congress, md in many cases r e trie d upon by the 
committees having them in charge. In view, also, 
of the inconvenience, if not embarrassment, that 
would for a time attend this chiuge of system, 1 
would respect fully recommend that the date of re 
peal be changed to take effect from and after June 
30, 1881, which it is believed is as earl}* a date as 
would be wise to adopt for the repeal of so large a 
class of appropriations. The following form of Dill,
